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“ Saga yu Keillor Doddies 


A Review in the Refleted Light of “Today 


From the Late William Watson’s 
“Seroll Books” 
By Robert C. M. Auld. 


Prefatory. 

In certain of the late William Watson’s 
writings in regard to the Keillor herd, he 
made allusion to the original records of 
that herd, from which he derived the in- 
formation he dispensed to his _ readers. 
From the tenor of his remarks it might 
have been inferred that these original rec- 
ords were in his possession; but a more 
careful reading seemed to indicate that 
what he meant was only that it was from 
copies of such documents that his informa- 
tion was transmitted. How it came that 
he would have made such copies before he 
left Scotland and how it came that the or- 
iginals were not, for instance, in the hands 
of Miss Rose Watson, who wrote the 
Sketch of Hugh Watson’s Life, or what be- 
came of them, we unfortunately have no 
explanation. If these original Keillor rec- 
ords were not gathered up and treasured 
by the family, leaves a great blank and 
void. But it appears, however, doubtful if 
Hugh Watson ever maintained such “use- 
less” records to him, of the kind kept at 
Portlethen and Tillyfour in the early years 
of their existence—those of the latter be- 
ing still in my possession; in fact the 
whole family records since 1780. All ac- 
counts agree as those of William himself 
indicate, as to his father’s attitude towards 
the Herd Book, as to what the History 
terms Hugh Watson’s absolute “secretive- 
ness” of his operations; hence our “loss.” 
But seeing the allusions made to these rec- 
ords of William by Professor Curtiss and 
Mr. Sanders (in his American History) it 
occurred to me to make a request of Dr. 
Curtiss for permission to examine them— 
they having been bequeathed to the Dean. 
This was immediately granted and I had 
these “Scroll Books” as William had en- 
titled them in my possession for two days, 
and during that period I made rough 
drafts or copies of matters I deemed of in- 
terest from an historical point of view. I 
did not want to hold these books any long- 
er than for this purpose and they were re- 
turned from New York to Ames within the 
time mentioned. Having rapidly transcrib- 
ed this matter, as closely as possible, there 
can only be some very slight (verbal) dev- 
lations from William’s “text”—nothing of 
a material difference. 

_ About William. 

It was five years after the death of his 
father, Hugh Watson, which event occur- 
red in 1865, and after he had been farming 


{NOTE: The main, and primary, object of the 
writer in attempting this Review, is to render what 
service he can, as he can, while he can, to the breed- 
ers of the present generation—from one who now 
deems himself one who has seen two generations 
rise, since the days of the founders themselves. 

In view of the unsurpassable achievement of the 
breed, he thinks that these breeders of today may 
sooner or later themselves be tempted to delve into 
the early history and strive to fathom how and by 
— means the breed came to emerge from its natal 
throes. 

Among the writings, those of the late William 
Watson, that appeared in 1876, provided provoca- 
tive material that caused instant response and pro- 
longed controversy, the results of which would seem 
not yet to have been obliterated. 

Since then much water has passed under the 
bridge; and with the flood of new information that 
has followed, it seems quite proper that The Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal should encourage such a Review 
——just as is being done by The Aberdeen-Angus Re- 
view, in Scotland, at the present time in regard to 
the same material. 

In assuming this function, the writer may say 
that he had no idea when he began, towards what 
his Review would tend: as it proceeded it took on 
its own face and form, unbidden: as it were unpre- 
meditated, spontaneously. Hence the reader need 
not assume that this Review comes as it were as a 
voice crying in the wilderness; or from some stormy 
petrel of the restless, cresting and spray-casting 
wave—but just as something not actually the writ- 
er’s own—but ITS OWN: something that as the fin- 
ger typed it tapped from letter to letter toward a 
great Reveille in Memorialization of the dead.] 


in Binns, Easter Fowlis, near Dundee, that 
William left Scotland. He went to New 
Zealand, then Australia, engaging with 
parties in the cattle business, there, where 
there were only Shorthorns. Then he was 
attracted to America, and in the Pacific 
states he found employment, again among 
the Shorthorns. Gravitating east he en- 
gaged first with Shorthorn and then with 
Hereford breeders. After the attention of 
cattle speculators in the country had been 
attracted to the Aberdeen-Angus by their 
victory at Paris, he found an opening with 
importers of the breed, first with A. B. 
Matthews, at Little Blue (Bonnie Blue), 
then with George Geary. But he found his 
place at Turlington, six years after Mr. 
Harvey had been breeding in- Nebraska. 
Here his forte was discovered and these 
years at Turlington were halcyon days for 
William. For Turlington, Prince of Breed- 
ers, gave him scope as a fitter of show 
stock to demonstrate the possibilities of 
the breed under capable supervision and 
tending. From 1886, then, until 1894 he 
remained at Turlington, happy in his work. 
After Turlington was dispersed he contin- 
ued with other Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
until his death. 


A Visit to “William” and—Mysel’. 

I had been in America in 1880 lured to 
the land cf perennial promise by a pros- 
pect of negotiating a proposition for the 
founding of a herd of the breed in New 
York state, but, becoming desperately 
home-sick hurried home before the matter 
could be brought to a negotiable basis. This 
was the first intimation that America had 
taken notice of the “supreme victory” at 
Paris, 1878, McCombie died just when, had 
he lived a few years longer, he might have 
reaped the benefits that went to others 
hardly glimpsing the possibilities from cer- 
tain enquiries he had received. Then fol- 
lowed in Scotland my own tense experi- 
ence, followed by my coming finally to 
this country in 1884, with a herd; engaging 
in the fitful exhibition at the Fairs some 
of which appearances I find recorded 
among William’s clippings. 

I took the first opportunity of visiting 
William, with the thrill of expectant cur- 
iosity. It was at Bonnie Blue I first met 
him—in his cottage. There we foregather- 
ed, for a brief space. Not knowing Wil- 
liam’s attitude, I kept myself in hand, re- 
served—avoiding all discussions as to the 
relativity of herds and precedence of coun- 
ties! None of that! Useless blether! I 
would have drawn him out as to his breed- 
ing experience with his doddies, but he did 
not volunteer to display his “Keillor rec- 
ords;” so I did not come away with any- 
thing very enlightening as to these—just a 
mental portrait of William himself—his 
still round, chubby, apple-cheeked counten- 
ance; his short, burly figure, his sharply 
shooting eye glances, and his incisive 
speech, each sentence clinched with a tight- 
ening of his thin lips; pausing momentar- 
ily, to catch his breath, and continue as 
another sentence would be ventured in the 
same manner. I therefore did not stay 
with him long. But we corresponded and 
I had letters from him. I have only a rem- 
nant left—a short note, the envelope ad- 
dressed to “R. C. Auld, 1418 Michigan Av- 
enue, Chicago,” near where the Illinois 
Central built its terminus later. This had 
been saved from a fire—my second—which 
occurred later when I, was residing on what 
had been the Plaisance of the World’s Fair, 
in an apartment house now owned by the 
University of Chicago; and where the late 
George Geary visited me. 

Then followed the years in which both

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The following quotation is taken from a paper by Dr. C. P. 
Fitch, Chief of the Division of Veterinary Medicine of the Univers- 
ity of Minnesota, and we quote as follows: 

“Much has been written concerning the value of these agents 
(vaccines, bacterins, etc.) in the control of bovine infectious abor- 
tion. They have been widely used in England, especially as report- 
ed in the so-called Bland experiments. Zwick and Zeller, Schermer 
and Ehrlich in Germany, and Hadley and Schroeder in the United 
States report good results from their use. The experiments con- 
ducted at University Farm, St. Paul, and those published indicate 
that the living vaccine will reduce the abortion rate, but that by so 
doing the infection is constantly kept alive. Furthermore, there 
will always be some abortions in a herd so treated. The results 
reported by investigators indicate that dead organisms are of little 
value in producing immunity. 

“Our experiments have shown that there is great individual 
variation in animals in respect to immunization. Hagan found 
this true also in guinea pigs, Zeller reports some recent experi- 
ments which indicate that an active disease is not established in 
the body of an animal injected subcutaneously with the living 
germs. This is a very important factor. Schroeder has shown that 
79 per cent of the commercial vaccines which he obtained in the 
United States were valueless from various causes. Taking into 
consideration all available data, we agree with the statement of 
Hart: ‘While under certain conditions, the use of live abortion 
germ vaccine can be recommended after due consideration of all 
factors involved, this course of precedure should not be adopted by 
owners without full knowledge of the fact and possible consequen- 
ces. We further agree with Simms and Miller, who state: ‘No 
economical method of eradicating abortion from badly infected 
herds of common cattle has been found. Perhaps vaccination may 
increase the resistance of these animals to some extent, but as stat- 
ed elsewhere, the vaccines are still in the experimental state.’ ” 

Dr. John M. Buck, of the Pathological Division of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, Bureau of Animal Industry, in 
a manuscript bulletin issued by the Department, says: 

Immunity, Natural and Acquired. 

“There are certain infectious diseases to which domestic ani- 
mals become resistant after sustaining one attack. This acquired 
resistance is commonly known as immunity. It is possible, also to 
impart resistance in an artificial manner by the use of such sub- 
stances as vaccines, bacterins, and serums. 

“Numerous investigators who have studied the value of these 
substances in connection with infectious abortion have concluded 
that the benefits from the use of a bacterin or serum do not com- 
pensate for the labor and expense involved. Abortion vaccine, on 
the other hand, has yielded more encouraging results. 

“The impression, however, should not be entertained that vac- 
cination in a large measure solves the problem of abortion control. 
Little or no evidence has been obtained that abortion vaccine ex- 
erts beneficial action when administered to animals that have al- 
ready acquired the disease. There are reasons also for believing 
that the animal which has recovered from the disease is more re- 
sistant to reinfection than she could be rendered by vaccination. 
Its usefulness, therefore, appears to be confined to animals which 
up to the time of treatment have escaped the malady. Vaccination, 
furthermore, seems to be a more appropriate treatment for unbred 
heifers than unbred cows. 

“Containing, as does abortion vaccine, the living germs, it 
should never be used except in herds where the disease is known to 
exist. New centers of infection may otherwise be established. 
Pregnant animals should never receive this vaccine, and it seems 
important to refrain from breeding treated animals for at least tvo 
months after vaccinating them. The immunity that is conferred by 
vaccination is not always sufficient to afford complete protection 
against the disease. Efforts at immunization should therefore be 
combined with sanitary management.” 

In the North American Veterinarian for February, 1930, Dr. 
W. E. Cotton, Superintendent of the Experiment Station of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, says: 

“Repeated controlled experiments have shown that actual liv- 
ing Bact. abortus of the proper virulence, administered 2 to 3 
months before breeding, will afford a marked degree of protection 
to exposure during the period of gestation, but that the vaccine be- 
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comes localized in the udders of a small percent: 
animals. Such localization is more apt - ge Be the treated 
than with virgin heifers.” © with cows 

“Hart and Traum of California* reported th 
non-pregnant milking cows vaccinated pec : Ng i * 
strains of Bact. abortus, two of which were old laboratory ‘st — 
one obtained from a commercial vaccine and another iscl ted he 
tween one and two years previously, ten of the sixteen a a 
animals gave off Bact. abortus in their milk.

‘There are objections to the use of a virulent livi i 

It sometimes infects the udder; there is always dunpes ate 
be used on pregnant animals and cause them to abort or that 
through some error it may be used in non-infected herds and thus 
set up new centers of infection. There is, therefore, need for the 
a a a of vaccination in which strains so atten- 
ua at they will neither cause abortion if us j 
mals nor udder infection. oe ot FONE Sa 
; “The Michigan agricultural station has been carrying on work 
in connection with the use of an avirulent strain of Bact. abortus 
with apparently encouraging results. 

“The bureau of animal industry experiment station has also 
carried out experiments with another avirulent strain using it on 
both pregnant and non-pregnant animals. The results of the first 
series of experiments indicates that while this particular strain of 
Bact. abortus affords considerable protection when administered to 
pregnant animals, it is of little or no value when administered three 
months before conception. An experiment in connection with the 
use of a vaccine prepared from a hog strain of B. abortus proved to 
be more effective than the attenuated bovine strain, in fact pro- 
tecting all the animals so treated during pregnancy, but when used 
before conception had no value. Unfortunately, the vaccine invad- 
ed the udders of some of the animals and caused them to become 
carriers and eiiminators of a type of germ that seems to be more 
pathogenic for man than the bovine type. This, therefore, destroys 
all hopes of using this organism in the preparation of vaccines. It 
also ieaches us that great care should be exercised in selecting 
strains of Bact. abortus for vaccines and to avoid all strains of un- 
usual virulence either in kind or degree. A recently isolated bovine 
strain, however, afforded a very marked protection to the same ex- 
posure. It is possible that our avirulent strain was somewhat more 
attenuated than that used at the Michigan station and that there is 
a certain degree of virulence that will afford protection without in- 
fecting the udder or causing infection even in pregnant animals. 

Calfhood Vaccination. 
; “Dr. Buck, assistant superintendent of the bureau of animal 
industry experiment station, has had very encouraging results from 
vaccinating animals in calfhood. This method promises to afford a 
marked protection with a reduction in the objectionable features 
atiending the vaccination of older animals. Experiments in this 
connection are bineg continued. 

“There is great need for a method of vaccination that is safe, 
effective and inexpensive for use in herds where metho4s of eradi- 
cation are impractical. 

“At present the use of vaccine should be restricted to badly in- 
fected herds only, where other methods of control have failed or 
are impractical, and then preferably on virgin heifers only and not 
on lactating cows, except possibly in beef herds from which milk is 
not used for human consumption. 

“A general paper on abortion at this time is not complete with- 
out saying something about Bact. abortus and undulant fever. This 
phase of the abortion problem is going to have a marked effect on 
our dairy industry, even if the danger from milk is probably re- 
mote. We must admit that Bacterium abortus has actually been 
isolated from man and the cultures typed. These cultures vari 
in different sections of the country, those [Continued on page 7

Pre-eminence and Prestige of the Aber- 
deen-Angus Polled Cattle. m 

It was at Turlington where William 
found his real “destiny.” “Turlington” was 
“Prince of the Realm” of the new Scottish 
Supremacy and gave William scope to dis- 
play his skill backed by liberal resources, 
to demonstrate the new bovine aristocracy. 
According to Mr. Sanders: “William Wat- 
son’s success at Turlington was laid deeply 
in the blood of the North and not of 
Strathmore”—the blood of “Knight of St. 
Patrick and Blackcap, result of an almost 
inconceivable conjunction of Bridgend and 
Ballindalloch evolving the budding, as it 
were, or an Aaron’s rod, the first fruits of 
which appeared at Chicago’s Lake Front 
Expositions, and in the Columbian achieve- 
ment of 1887, and later; and now in that of 
The International, in that series of sires 
that seems to be proving itse!f ‘The Seed 
Royal,’ of America’s dynastic destiny.” 

William became the happy possessor of 
‘a heifer presented to him by Mr. Thomas 
Ferguson, named Princess Mary Watson 
2389, calved 1882, “of which he was very 
proud” (p. 229 Sander’s History). Her sire 


* was Prince of the Realm 17021 (1695) by 


Shah 1158 (680), Shah being out of Pride 
of Aberdeen 5th, the grandam of Knight of 
St. Patrick, sire of Black Knight, Turling- 
ton’s pride. 

To the service of Prince of Smeaton, 
owned by G. W. Henry, Kansas City, and 
tracing to Old Grannie and Balwyllo Pres- 
ident 3rd—‘the last bull used at Keillor,’ 
she bred by William, at “Little Blue,” pro- 
duced Baron Watson 4932, calved 1885 and 
also bred by William, at Turlington to 
Knight of St. Patrick, produced The Baron 
7973, calved 1887. 

Princess Mary Watson had for dam 
Princess 11th 2390 by Shah 1158 (680), 
grandam Princess of Kinochtry (248) by 
President 3rd (202); great grandam Prizie 
237 (886) by Black Jock 242 (246) thus 
tracing to Young Favourite by Grey 
Breasted Jock and Old Grannie 125 (1). 
This was the family of Princess 6th 4586 
(3296) by Shah, dam Princess 2nd 889 
(916), grandam Princess of Kinnochtry 
248, above; which Princess 6th was import- 
ed by myself at a long figure—being of 
the big, rough, thick-boned type of the 
family. 

But William was presented with another 
animal to cheer his heart—Erica Watson 
2388, bred by and presented by George 
Whitefield, Rougemont, her sire being 
Judge 473 (1150) and dam Etta 4492 
(2225). Calved in 1884, she came into Wil- 
liam’s possession when he was at Little 
Blue. Etta was by Ballimore (741) out of 
Ella 468 (1205) by Kildonan 478 (405), 
and so forth, back to Princess 31 (47) by 
Panmure. Etta was bred by William Rob- 
ertson, Aberlour, and was purchased by 
George Geary, London, Ontario. Etta was 
also the dam of Edma Erica 5270 (3759), 
the dam of Eximia Erica 5278 (5978) by 
Juval 1668 (1880), purchased by me at-the 
Aberlour sale for an atrociously extrava- 
gant price. Eximia Erica’s name, howevy- 
er, Is embalmed among the dams of Inter- 
national carcass champions, and so did her 
bit in establishing the comity between 
tribes of the breed in such contests. This 
Kildonan Erica branch produced Euroto

37206, the first prize cow at the Highland 
Show at Aberdeen, 1908, and was chosen 
bv the Council of the Aberdeen-Angus Cat- 
tle Society as the representative female, to 
be photographed, under the auspices of the 
British Board of Agriculture, the photo- 
graph to be exhibited at the Brussels Inter- 
national Exhibition, and at the Buenos 
Aires Centenary Exhibition (1910), (His- 
tory, P. 246). 

It will therefore be seen that, with the 
breeding of the animals cementing the 
Shah-Knight of St. Patrick—Prince of the 
Realm elements, reinforcing the Kinochtry 
Princesses and Kildonan Ericas, there must 
have been a sufficient bond between Wil- 
liam and myself, to soften all possible as- 
perities that might quite naturally have 
arisen between us. Our association, while 
never intimate, was one of a healthy hu- 
man order. 

Turlington. 

It was at Turlington where William real- 
ly found the blood royal of the breed un- 
doubtedly, and that was, not with the Pri- 
zie, Favourite and Baronness strains or any 
of similar nominal prominence that he had 
been the gospeller of, but of strictly Aber- 
deenshire contributions—especially of the 
Knight of St. Patrick-Blackcap union. 

Mr. Sanders, reviewing William’s career, 
wrote in his History: “Mr. Watson was 
primarily associated for the wide-spread 
use throughout the United States of the 
term “Angus Doddie.” Of course, the ex- 
pression, “Buchan Humlies” would have 
been quite as correct. Americans who em- 
ploy the word “doddie” do not do so with 
any intent whatever of glorifying Angus- 
shire over Aberdeenshire as a contributing 
factor in the creation of the modern type. 
It was natural for Mr. Watson to use the 
designation common in his own native dis- 
trict. It was also natural for Americans 
to follow his lead in adopting the colloquial 
expression, because of the prestige attach- 
ing not only to his name, but to his real 
successes with Black Knight’s wonderful 
progeny at Turlington where William Wat- 
son’s success was laid largely in the blood 
of the north instead of Strathmore. 

And so William Watson, son of Hugh 
Watson, and the grandson of Charles Mc- 
Combie of pre-Keillor years had foregath- 
ered. The last written communication I 
had from him was of date December 16, 
1891, with Chicago post-mark. He died 
suddenly and did not experience the com- 
fort and serenity of the home provided at 
Ames, by his friend and admirer, Dean 
Curtiss. He was born, 1827 “suckled on 
Old Grannie’s milk” as he averred, and 
died at Winchester, IIl., 1897. An appre- 
ciation of his career is given by Mr. San- 
ders in his History. 

What William Did Not Know. 

Had William known, however, that long 
before the foundation of Keillor, the arm- 
orial bearings of the Ogilvie family of 
Lord Airlie—the doddie Earl of a succeed- 
ing generation, had for “supporters, two 
rampant black horned bulls;” and that the 
seal of the burgh of Forfar, the county 
capital, bore on its escutcheon the emboss- 
ed heads‘of two horned bulls, I can imagine 
how his eyes would have blinked, and his 
jaws would have fallen, in utter incredul- 
ity. He had—in one of his B. G. stories 
conceived that at the Abbey of Coupar, the 
skillful agricultural and cattle breeding 
monks fed on the juicy joints of doddied 
Angus steers—though they could not have 


been of that “ilk” but of the “gretkye” or- 
der of Forter, a domain held by the Abbey 
—that, strangely, was to become the prop- 
erty of the great ancestor of the McCom- 
bies of Aberdeenshire, viz, John McComie 
Mor, of Forter and Crandart Castle, which 
he built, 1650, with his wife’s and his own 
monograms and motto over the entrance, 
still to be seen, though the Castle was lat- 
er demolished—with the memory still 
flourishing! This laird of Forter and Cran- 
dart was of such strength that “Neikle- 
our,” a neighboring laird, to test him, chal- 
lenged him to master a certain unmanage- 
able bull, saying—“If you cast him he’s 
yours.” John went at the bull and with an 
acquired knack, seized the bellowing brute 
by his horns, and twisted his neck in such 
a manner that he was instantly sprawling 
on the ground. Of such cattle must have 
been the ancestry of the cattle stock in 
Western Angus. 
Coincidences. 

It was a strange concidence that one of 
his succeeding generations would be a 
grandson of a figure whose name occurred 
in these pre-Keillor days for the last of 
several times in the annals of the Highland 
Society’s show, at Perth in 1829, and should 
be turning over the pages of these “Scroll 
Books” compiled by the son of that Hugh 
Watson, who had, upon the same occasion 
emerged from obscurity with a suddenness 
that was as startling and spectacular as it 
was impressive that grandson of that an- 
cestor, Charles McCombie of Tillyfour, 
father of William McCombie, uncle of the 
writer, has lived on, surviving the big four 
themselves—Watson, Bowie, Fullerton, Mc- 
Combie—with forerecollections told him of 
an antecedent big four—Lord Panmure, Sir 
Alexander Burnett of Crathes, Robert 
Walker of Portlethen and Sir John Mac- 
pherson-Grant—father of the greatest of 
the name: not to forget a precedent gener- 
ation—Lord Kintore, Silver of Netherley, 
George Williamson, of St. Johns Wells, 
Robert Walker, Wester Fintray, and Far- 
quharson Taylor, Wellhouse—a brilliant 
galaxy of names not yet forgotten in Aber- 
deenshire—who had been faithful to the 
humlies of their doddies. 

It was one hundred years, then, after the 
show at which the name of Charles Mc- 
Combie of Tillyfour was last gazetted, at 
Perth, and the first time the name of Hugh 
Watson flashed upon the screen, that I 
found myself engaged in this self-institut- 
ed task, as perhaps the only one willing to 
undertake such a service, as well as one 
having made an intensive study of the his- 
tory in “all its ramifications” since Wil- 
liam, geyser-like, burst forth with his ro- 
mantic saga, first appearing in the North 
British Agriculturist (1876); and the fif- 
tieth anniversary year of the founding of 
the Aberdeen-Angus Association in Scot- 
land; and, as I was completing these notes 
the occurrence in Chicago, of the presen- 
tation of a portrait of the “Master Build- 
er,” William McCombie, to the Saddle and 
Sirloin Club, by the present Master Build- 
er, Oakleigh Thorne, President of the 
American Association, at which I had been 
invited guest and read a letter from Mr. 
J. J. Cridlan, the five-times champion of 
the breed at Smithfield. This year also 
saw the publication of that marvelous con- 
tribution to the Literature—Alvin H. San- 
ders’ American History of the Breed. 

Then comes 1930, when I am finishing 
these Notes, when the Breed has so utterly 
outdone itself—with no record but its own 
to beat—enjoying the acclamations of the 
world as the World’s Champion Universal 
—the world over, in its four quarters—in

Eat More Meat— 


The industrial depression has reacted most severe i 
cattle and hog prices. Continual declines in recent ts Ph 
brought the cattle and hog markets to the lowest level in 20 years 
and well under the immediate pre-war basis. It is more under-con- 
sumption than overproduction that is ailing the live stock busi- 
ness, according to H. A. Powell, secretary of the St. Louis Live 
Stock Exchange, who says: 

“On January 1, of this year there were 59,000,000 head of cat- 
tle on United States farms, a decrease of seven million head, or 
10% from 1923. The United States farm hog supply on January 
1st of this year was only 52,000,000 head which is 23% less than the 
supply in 1928. 

“Live cattle and hog prices at this time are fully 30 per cent 
under the average of 1923. Thus we have the astounding situa- 
tion of ten miilion more people to consume 10 to 23 per cent less 
stock and yet prices to the grower practically one-third less. There 
is only one answer to this apparent enigma—an impaired purchas- 
ing power. 

_ “Severe price declines in live stock in previous years have in- 
variably been followed by eras of lessened production and the pub- 
lic has been compelled then to pay higher prices for its beef and 


ice and sel]. 
S cattle they 


“Right now the chief aid the city man can render the live stock 
producer is not to urge futile legislation, but to consume as much 
meat as possible. Retail stores, both chain and independent, can 
help in this effort by advertising the fact that beef and pork can be 
purchased now at the lowest prices in years. A little more newspa- 
per advertising by the retail butcher departments should help not 
only the stores, but will be of tremendous assistance also the the 
farmers who are raising live stock. The hotels and restaurants also 
are in position to aid in this phase of farm relief by playing up beef 
and pork in their inenus. A 5 or 10 per cent increase in consump- 
tive demand right now, which is justified by the prevailing low 
prices, should remove the apparent meat surplus and greatly re- 
lieve the farm situation. As the chief source of farmers’ income 
in practically every state comes from live stock, it is obvious that 
real relief can be furnished by such efforts. Live stock prices 
swing in cycles not clearly cut as to duration, but nevertheless as 
certain as spring following winter. History shows that every se- 
vere price dip is followed by a subsequent upturn and often the 
more violent the drop the higher the comeback. 

_ “Market statistics reveal definite price cycle dips and recov- 
eries.” In 1881 prime cattle sold at $5.50 per cwt. Eighteen months 
later they sold up to $9.30. In 1889 steers dipped under $5.00. Two 
years later prices had advanced 40 per cent. In 1896 good steers 
dropped to a $4.00 level. Recovery was slow but three years later, 
prices had appreciated nearly 100 per cent. In 1901 beef steers 
dropped under $6.00. Twelve months saw a recovery of 50 per 
cent. In 1911 a depression carried choice beeves to $6.50. A year 
later they advanced to $11.25. In 1922 our last big depression cor- 
responding to that of today, best beeves dropped to $9.00. By 
1923-24 the market had raised to $14.75. 

The same phenomena occur in swine. In 1881 hogs dropped to 


a $5.00 level. Eighteen months later they [Continued on page 4

rectly to hogs, either in packing house em- 
ployees or farmers having abortion in their 
herds. In regard to milk as a possible 
source of human infection, it seems strange 
that hundreds of thousands, perhaps mil- 
lions of people have been drinking raw milk 
containing Bact. abortus for years and so 
few cases of human infection have been re- 
ported. No doubt many cases of undulant 
fever have not been recognized but after all 
of them have been, they will probably bear 
a very small ratio to the number of people 
exposed through drinking infected milk. 
Every Plan Has Its Limitations. 

As mentioned in the beginning of this pa- 
per, we are of the opinion, from observation 
of controlled methods being practiced as 
well as from a study of the available litera- 
ture, that any plan being used for the con- 
trol of abortion disease has and _ will con- 
tinue to have certain limitations. That these 
limitations are generally recognized by 
competent authorities, we need but quote 
from Dr. A. E. Cahill, of Indianapolis, In- 
diana, as published in the January, 1929, is- 
sue of the North American Veterinarian, as 


follows: ; 

“Admitting that the sanitation and isola- 
tion’plan is ideal under some circumstances, 
it becomes necessary to recognize its entire 
impracticability in grade herds and in many 
pure bred herds which are badly infected or 
in communities where the disease is exceed- 
ingly prevalent. Let us assume that the 
veterinarian is to recommend the isolation 
and sanitation plan to an owner who has a 
large percentage of reacting animals. These 
reactors must be removed from the main 
herd. What is going to be done with them? 
Is the owner to buy another farm or to 
build another barn in which to keep his re- 
acting animals, or is he to sell all of his re- 
actors? Any one of these suggestions would 
fail to meet with favor and cooperation on 
the part of the average cattle owner. Any 
of these plans would require a financial in- 
vestment not possessed by the average own- 
er, and as the plan progresses he will be 
called upon to remove other reacting ani- 
mals. After having spent a considerable 
amount of money and several years of ef- 
fort, all progress which has been made may 
be defeated by one thoughtless or ill-advis- 
ed act. 

“The experimental work which has been 
done to determine the efficacy of abortion 
vaccine does not show that this product is 
practical in every instance nor that its use 
leaves nothing to be desired, but it does 
show that the use of a properly prepared 
vaccine does offer a means of control which 
is superior to any other procedure so far as 
infected herds are concerned. I have been 
impressed with two striking features which 
pertain to the experimental work connected 
with this disease. First, is the unusual un- 
animity of opinion regarding the immuniz- 
ing value of a properly prepared vaccine. 
Second, is the type of men who have dem- 
onstrated the value of vaccine. Not only are 
they outstanding veterinary research work- 
ers but among the entire list there is not 
one who is interested in the manufacture or 
sale of abortion vaccine in a commercial 
way. All were disinterested investigators 
concerned solely with the facts in the case 
and who were interested in determining 
whether or not vaceniation offered a prac- 
tical means of control.

“We have from the experimental and re- 
search point of view an uninterrupted trail 
of evidence extending from one end of the 
world to the other, which indicates conclus- 
ively that vaccination with abortion vaccine 
offers a practical means for the procure- 
ment of a normal calf crop. Fortunately, 
the field experience of hundreds of practic- 
ing veterinarians in the United States also 
indicates the value of this method of con- 
trol, and as a result losses from abortion 
disease have been reduced to a negligible 
factor in a very considerable number of 
herds in this country. 

“There is every reason to feel that any 
claim that the disease may be spread by 
vaccination, is not justified. Most of the 
experimental work which has been done 
shows that animals which did not excrete 
the Bang bacillus before vaccination do not 
excrete it afterward and there is evidence 
showing that the infected animals which 
presumably excreted the organisms before 
vaccination of dropping normal, healthy 
calves. 

“The above would justify the use of vac- 
cine in infected herds even if the vaccine 
were capable of reproducing the disease in 
an occasional non-infected animal but fort- 
unately this factor need not be seriously 
considered since in our opinion there is no 
likelihood of the disease being caused by 
vaccine. Manufacturers of vaccine have 
been fully cognizant of this possibility and 
have taken the necessary steps to prevent 
the same. I have excellent reason to be- 
lieve that every reputable producer of vac- 
cine in this country has taken the necessary 
steps to make certain that the organisms in 
abortion vaccine while highly antigenic are 
non-virulent. This should dispose of the ar- 
gument that vaccination may spread the 
disease. 

“A third objection which is frequently 
raised is that so long as abortion vaccine 
is used the disease cannot be eradicated. To 
this there are two perfectly fair answers. 
Neither can the disease be eradicated by 
sanitation and isolation nor by any similar 
plan which is now known since it would be 
impossible to obtain sufficient public sup- 
port for the same. Second, this objection is 
not valid since as mentioned previously the 
organisms contained in abortion vaccine are

the two hemispheres divided by the Equa- 
tor; is it not fitting, then, that, as is be- 
ing done by the Aberdeen-Angus Review, 
in Aberdeen, with such a century’s record, 
that the Aberdeen-Angus Journal should

And just as I am closing these Notes, I 
have a letter from Mr. Cridlan ist Jan- 
uary, 1931, saying that he had fully recov- 
ered from his indisposition—and writing: 
“Yes, there has been an avalanche of black 
cattle successes throughout the world this 
year... Mr. Clay writes, “We had a class 
of 91 Angus, practically every one a good 
one, and Biggar had a big job, and then 
he was not quite satisfied. We never 
saw so many good ones before at this 
show.” At the Smithfield Club Show, Ab- 
erdeen-Angus far exceeded any other 
breed. There were 56 entries, 14 Short-

A General Summary and Conclusions. 

_ We will attempt to set down here an un- 
biased summary and conclusions of this 
study on the subject of abortion disease 
in cattle. To us this study has shown that: 

(1) The blood test as now developed is 

satisfactory only as a herd test to determine 
whether the disease is present. It is not 
suitable as an individual test to be used with 
each animal for the purpose of detecting 
the presence of the disease. 
_ (2) That control methods that are now 
in use are impractical and do not show 
much, if any, promise of being or becoming 
popular with the cattle owner. Present 
methods are too expensive because of the 
length of time consumed in the work. 

(3) That control officials have failed to 
consider the most important requirement 
sought by the cattle owner, which is the se- 
curing of a satisfactory calf crop, as of ma- 
jor importance, therefore their plans have 
largely failed. 

(4) That most control plans have elim- 
inated the practicing veterinarian who is 
and always will be the most important in- 
dividual in all successful control plans of 
this kind. This has made it impossible to 
have the close supervision by a qualified in- 
dividual which is necessary for the success 
of such work. 

(5) That undue prominence has been 
given to the value of the blood test with the 
result that a false value has been placed 
upon it. 

(6) That the existing state regulations 
are not warranted and will be more likely 
to do harm than good to the cattle industry. 

(7) That there is need for a more ef- 
fective test to determine the infected ani- 
mals and one that can be applied to the ani- 
mals themselves such as the tuberculin test. 

(8) That the dangers from the vaccina- 
tion of cattle against abortion disease have 
been grossly exaggerated. 

(9) That the development of an improv- 
ed vaccine seems to offer the most practical 
method of controlling this disease. 

(10) That the danger from undulant 
fever in the human as a result of cattle in- 
fection has been exaggerated and that milk 
is safe when pasteurized.

OVERTON HARRIS. 


It is with deep regret that we are called 
upon at this time to chronicle the death of 
Overton Harris, prominent Hereford breed- 
er and enthusiast, who for more than thirty 
years had been a staunch friend .and con- 
temporary beef cattle enthusiast, a develop- 
er of type and character in his breed and 
within that breed the great tribes of Gay 
Lad and Repeater whose influence for good 
have been generally recognized throughout 
cattledom. Prominent not only in the pro- 
duction but in the development and the suc- 
cessful showing of Herefords was Overton 
Harris. 

Of his passing the Hereford Journal says 
in part: “Overton Harris, known through- 
out the world wherever Herefords are 
known, as one of the outstanding Hereford 
breeders and showmen, died suddenly the 
evening of April 14th from an attack of 
apoplexy. Mr. Harris had gone on a busi- 
ness trip with a friend to the neighboring 
town of Browning, Missouri. At the din- 
ner table at the Browning hotel that eve- 
ning apparently in his usual good health, he 
suddenly choked and immediately collapsed, 
toppling from his chair. Friends helped 
him to a cot, but within a few minutes he 
was dead. Mr. Harris was born July 3, 1856, 
on the farm on which he lived all of his 
life, near Harris, Missouri. His father and 
mother had come overland to Sullivan coun- 
ty from Boonville, Missouri, in the early 
50s. Mr. Harris made his first purchase 
of registered Herefords, four heifers, at 
the Gudgell & Simpson sale in 1896.”

Out of the Red— 


via the Baby Beef Route says Minnesotan 


A recent issue of Capper’s Farms, car- 
ried this splendid story of how a breeder 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle became success- 
ful as a beef producer. The story was 
written by S. P. Addleman: 

Baby beef took Riverview Stock Farm 
out of the red fourteen years ago and it 
hasn’t been in since. Before that for seven 
years it had lost money annually. In 1917 
the owner, E. H. Schloeman, took personal 
charge of the place because he became tir- 
ed of dipping into other sources of income 
to maintain it. The farm, 700 acres, is in 
Nicollet county, Minnesota. 

Mr. Schloeman bought the foundation of 
an Aberdeen-Angus herd, four cows and a 
bull, in 1915. When he took charge two 
years later he began developing that herd. 
Now he has 100 breeding cows, three bulls, 
and a varying number of steers and heifers 
which exceeds the number in the breeding 
herd. Last fall he had 250 cattle. 

“Upon undertaking operation of the 
farm, I adopted a policy of raising what I 
feed and feeding what I raise,” said Mr. 
Schloeman. “That policy has paid. Before 
I took charge the farm lost money every 
year and since then I never have lost. In 
twelve years I have not sold beef for less 
than $10.25, and that price was in 1921.” 

There’s money in beef production if the 
farmer keeps a cow herd and _ raises his 
own feeders, Mr. Schloeman contends. His 
record bears out that contention. 

“IT find two important advantages in pro- 
ducing feeders that I finish,” he continued. 
“First my operations are not influenced by 
opinions of local bankers. You know when 
the corn crop looks good and feeders are 
low, the banker feels like advancing money 
for finishing cattle. He is likely to per- 
suade the farmer to buy two loads of cattle 
instead of one. If the banker happens to 
be gloomy, crops don’t look good and range 
feeders are high, he’s likely to refuse credit 
for even one load when the farmer wants 
two. I always have cattle and I don’t have 
to ask my banker’s opinion as to the advis- 
ability of feeding. 


“The other advantage is in the cost of 
my feeders. I can winter a cow for $30. 
That makes her calf cheaper at weaning 
time than anything I can buy, even of the 
lowest quality. My cattle are pure breds so 
the quality is of the highest. My calves at 
weaning time frequently are worth twice 
what they have cost me. 

“My success in operating this farm has 
been due to my use of pasture and rough- 
age. My grazing lands are divided into 
seven pastures. The cattle are allotted to 
these pastures according to age and size. 
I have a cow pasture, a calf pasture, a 
steer pasture and so on. That keeps the 
smaller cattle from being overrun by the 
bigger ones and insures that each animal 
will get its quota of grass. 

“T seed fifteen pounds an acre of a 50-50 
timothy and sweet clover mixture. That will 
maintain three cows and their offspring 
for six months and produce seed. I have 
one pasture of this mixture that was seed- 
ed ten years ago and it is still good. I 
think a lot of timothy. It prevents the cat- 
tle from bloating on the sweet clover. It 
makes a mighty good winter roughage in 
combination with some legume. Three 
years ago I wintered seventy-five cows on 
timothy and clover. They came through in 
fine shape. 

“Sweet clover has a wonderful carrying 
capacity and without it my herd would be 
smaller by a half to two-thirds. It with 
the timothy, gives me both early and late 
pasture. I have turned on the mixture as 
early as April 14th and it provides pastur- 
age until freezing weather.” 

Mr. Schloeman breeds about thirty cows 
to calve in February, March and April. 
That is about all he can handle around the 
farmstead in cold weather. The rest of 
his cows drop their calves on pasture. Last 
year he had a calf crop of ninety-two per 
cent. The early calves are taught to eat 
before they leave the barn. They receive 
silage and grain in a creep until they go to 
pasture when the grain is withdrawn. 


All the calves suckle their dams on past- 
ure until weaning time in November. After 
that they go into dry lots and receive an 
allowance of oats, shelled corn, barley, si- 
lage, alfalfa hay and molasses. The ‘mo- 
lasses is fed in shallow concrete troughs in 
the cattle shed. It is purchased in steel 
barrels and a barrel is laid at the end of 
each trough. The head bung is opened and 
enough molasses runs out to fill the 
trough. As the trough supply needs re- 
plenishing the barrels are rolled slightly in 
place until the right quantity runs out. The 
molasses is not only a fattener, but it 
makes the steers drink and serves as a 
laxative. They are ready for market from 
July to September. 

Mr. Schloeman feeds some hogs and 
raises most of them. Practically all the 
feed for them and the cattle is produced on 
the farm. He has eighty acres of alfalfa 
for hay and produces annually about thirty 
acres of winter wheat, thirty of rye, fifty 
of oats, fifteen of barley and one hundred 
twenty-five of corn, thirty acres of which 
is made into silage. The rest of his land 
is in pasture and hay. He has developed a 
strain of seed corn that yields well and is 
in good demand throughout that northern 
country. The corn, known as Pride of Min- 
nesota, resulted from a cross. thirteen 
years ago between Reid’s Yellow Dent and 
Minnesota No. 13. He has selected it for 
depth of kernel and low percentage of cob. 
Two years ago this corn made 80 bushels 
on Mr. Schloeman’s place. He sells seed at 
a good price in Minnesota, Iowa, Wiscon- 
sin, Illinois and the Dakotas. 

“Beef cattle not only afford a means of 
selling my pasturage and rough feeds, but 
they simplify my labor problem,” said Mr. 
Schloeman. “Without the cattle two men 
couldn’t handle the 700 acres. They work 
nights and Sundays while we rest and I 
have the satisfaction of knowing that my 
farm not only is paying but the soil is get- 
ting better all the time.” 

And a cow herd which produces calves to 
be made into baby beef at home took the 
oe farm out of the red and kept it 
there.
